Lord Mayor's Day in London— Im- 
portant Speech by the Earl 
of Salisbury. 

The Powers United to Maintain the 
Peace of Europe and the 
World- 



Turkey Not Inclined to Accord Arm- 
enian Reforms -A Significant 
Reference. 



LONDON, Nov. !).— The Lord Mayor's pro- 
cession, otherwise tho Lord Mayor's show, 
took place to-day and attracted tho uaual 
crowd of sight-BoerB. Tho weather wub fino 
and tho turnouts woro tho best in many 
years ;jaet. Tho great feature of tho day, 
howovor, was tho annual Lord Mayor's 
banquet, given as usual at the Guildhall. 
At a few minutes past five o'clock a detach- 
ment of aoldierB marehod up Choupalio and 
took possession cf the small square in whioh 
tho Guildhall is aituated. Close by the en- 
trance door a partition led into the library 
whither tho Lord Mayor, Sir Walter Honry 
Wilken with the Lady Mayoress, arrived a 
few minutes boforo six. They were- olosoly 
followed by the carriageB of tho arriving 
guoate. The scone was brilliant in the ex- 
treme ; tho cabinet ministers came in official 
uniform, and tho judges woro their eoarlot 
gowan wigs and square black caps. Some 
of the publio functionaries wore court dress. 

Conspicuous among tho guests were the 
Lord Chancellor, the Marquis of Lanadowno, 
Lord JamaB of Hertford, the Chancellor of 
tho Exchequer, the Proaidont of the Board 
of Trade and tho PreaidVat of the Board of 
Agriculture. The Marquis of Salisbury was 
among tholaab to arrive, and, as the prime 
MlniBter la usually considered tho guosl of 
honor, soon after hia arrival tho trumpets 
sounded and the march to tho tables spread 
in tho Guildhall began. Lord Salisbury and 
tho cabinet ministers Bat at the mayor's 
right and tho judges and junior sheriffs at 
bis loft, Tho table of honor was arranged 
in the shape of a huge horBcahoe, Running 
diagonally from its centre were seven tables 
which woro occupied rospootivoly by the 
senior BhoriiFa friends, tho representatives 
of the Press, tho Lord Mayor's frionds, tho 
high ofiicorB, and the junior sheriff's friends. 
This mala feature of tho bunqnot hall was 
flunked at either end to oast and west by 
long diagonal tables which completely filled 
the remaining apace. The foreign ambassa- 
dors and members of the government Bat at 
the main table to the right of tho cabinet 
members, while tho official viaitorn ant ab 
the left of the junior sheriffs. The alder- 
men also aut at the main table facing tho 
Mayor with their backs to the other guosta. 

Who::, after the oloth had been drawn, 
tho Marquis of Salisbury arose to speak, the 
utmoBt stillneas prevailed throughout tho 
hall, as hia remarks upon this occasion were 
moat anxiously awaited in view of the crit- 
ical state of politioa in Europe and in the 
Far East. It was known that the Prime 
Minister had selected this time and place to 
mako a Btatoment regarding tho govern- 
ment's foreign policy, and that tho state- 
ment had boen prepared with tho know- 
ledge and consent of a counsel of hia 
c&btnot. Eagerly was this Btatoment 
awaited, on account of Its authoritative 
source and even some futile attomptB had 
been mado by imaginative news vendors to 
anticipate tho oharactor and tenor of the 
Premier's probibio remarks, it boing fan- 
cied that he would boast a bit of tbe British 
stroneth of arms, and strike a note of de- 
fiance to menacing monarchs, if not uttor a 
tactical threat towards the craft and dupli- 
city of tho Turkish Porte. But theBO fore- 
casts were untrustworthy. 

Contrary to gonoral oxpoatationa, the 
utterances of Lord Salisbury were of a de- 
cided, pacific tone. Ha began his speech by 
aaying that when ho last spoke In London ib 
was just aftor tho general elections at which 
the electors had expressed thoir opinion on 
tho subject of home rule, and he spoke to- 
night after a Btiil more decisive expression 
of opinion concerning that measure. The 
eloctorato had Bpoken in terma which 
could not bo rciotakon, and all 
could roat aaaured that no dlBinom- 
liermont of tho empire would bo 
ccuntonanced. The position of the mombere 
of tho Houao of Lords hud also been more 
exactly dofinod. Turning to a diaousoion of 
the Armonian question, Lord Salisbury 
usaerted that tho preeont government had 
added nothing to tho demands of tho throe 
Powers mudo in May, and which was ac- 
cepted by the Sultan. Those reforms, if 
carried out, would give the Armenians 
every safeguard that a nation could do- 
sire, "but will they be carried out;" ho 
asked. 

" If," he continued, " tho Sultan has not 
himself determined to give them justice, r>3 
constitution whioh can bo devised will give 
them this. I muat confess that tho nows 
from Constantinople indicates that tho Sul- 
tan Is not Inclined to carry oat these ro- 
formo. More than this I cannot aay ab pre- 
sent, but in oaao the Sultan rofusos wo may 
point out to him tbe fact that the Powers 
fifty years ago determined, aa a safeguard of 
tho poaoo of Europe, that the Integrity of the 
Ottoman empire should bo prosorved, 
and c.b far as I know tho Powers 
aro of the oamo opinion still. All through- 
out these negotiations; I bavo been iinpt'OBS- 
ed with the profound deaire of tho Powers, 
and ovon of those generally regarded as 
among tho moat restless Powers, to acb to- 
gether with a common aim, looking towards 
tho peace oi Europe and tho world, and I am 
hopeful that thia unanimity of action may 
in time Iobeou tho hoavy burdens of an 
armed peace which now prouseB upon our 
induBbrloB'" 

Tho only passage in tho Premier's dis- 
passionate remarks whioh can be construed 
into aggressiveness was his allusion to tho 
far East, evidently referring to tho recent 
reports in regard to Russia. In this con- 
nection tho Premier said : " We can equal 
any proposal that may bo made as regards 
war or commerce in that direction and we 
may look with equanimity upon any person 
who thinks ho can exclude ua from that tor- 
tile region." 

The other speeches of tho evening were 
unimportant. Tho Marquis of Lansdowno 
responded to tbe toast of tbe Army and 
Navy, the Spanish ambassador to thab for 
Foreign Mlniatora, and Lord Runeel for the 
judges.

Barney Barnato "King of the 
Kaffirs " Dined by the Lord 
Mayor. 



Concerning Koyal Personages — The 
War Cloud Which Hangs 
Over Europe. 



London, Nov. S.— Tho Court will move 
from Bilmorol to Windsor Castle on No- 
vember 15, when Prince Karl of Denmark, 
whoso betrothal to Princess Maud, tho 
youngest daughter of the Prince of Wales, 
was recentlyannonnced, will visit the Queen. 
Tho Prinoe and PrinceBB of Wales, PrinooBS 
Maud and other members of tho family will 
be present. The Queen will tben give her 
formal assent to the marriage of Prinoe Karl 
and tho Princess Maud. 

The necessity of another physloinn. In- 
ordinary to Her Majesty being attaohed to 
tho court while it is at Windsor ia now be- 
ing urged. The duties of Dr. Roid, the 
phyBician-ln-ordinary at present in attend- 
ance on the Quoen, are irksome. He is un- 
able to move beyond immediate oall during 
tbe day or night, and it is therefore desired 
that Dr. Elllscn, of Windsor, bo appointed 
his assistant. 

Tho diplomats of Europe as a rule are 
still tossing upon the bo* of uncertainty and 
throughout tho week the political outlook 
has been murky and threatened to a degree 
not experienced for Buoh a longtb of timo in 
yearB past. Then again the atmoapherio 
conditions whioh provail hero — continuous 
fogs and rains — have addod a feeling of de- 
pression giving London tho gloomleab week's 
record for a long timo ; and as if this were 
not enough to give anybody tho bluce, the 
epcechcB which several oabinet minis- 
ters made during the week In various 
partB of the oountry havo not bsen in any 
way calculated to enlivon the drooping 
spirits of the average Brltteher, Ministerial 
uttorancoB have boon peBBimiatic in tho 
extreme, no glint of sunlight having streaked 
through tho olouda. • 

Tho gravity of the political situation 
ia recognized on all Bides. The feel- 
ing of apprehension has not been de- 
creased by the fact thab it ia known 
that the naval estimates to be presented to 
tbe Houbo of Commons when ib re-assem- 
blos will be of unprecedented magnitude and 
importance. Tbe Times in a leading artiole 
on this Bubjoot, which is attracting much at- 
tention, said : "England can brook no rival 
naval armaments. " This remark to a certain 
degree sumB up the situation, which is porplox- 
ing.dangorousboyond any exaggeration. Ap- 
parently, the rather indiscreet speoob which 
Hon. G. N. Curzon, under secretary of the 
foreign office, delivered at Derby, in which 
he alluded to tho evident break-up of 
Turkey, created much sensation 
abroad, especially in Berlin, where 
as much significance was attached to it 
as if it had been delivered by the Marquis 
of Salisbury himself. That something will 
have to be done by Turkey or for Turkey 
in order to restore order in Armenia, where 
anarchy prevails, nobody doubts. Between 
this and the partitioning of the Turkish em- 
pire among the Powers there is a wide gap. 
Tho Turks, indolent, cruol and poor, are 
fond of pitting one Power against another, 
while carrying on anallo^id policy out, but 
the Turk is capable of doing somo hard 
fighting ngainat tho beat troops of Europe 
if the religious fanaticiBm of the Mohammo- 
dana is aroused. 

There has boen much adverse criticism 
ovor tho dinner which the retiring Lord 
Mayor, Sir Joseph Renals Bart, gave in 
his official capacity ab tho Mansion houao on 
ThutBday last in honor of Barney Barnato, 
tho so-called " King of Kaffirs," the lucky 
ex circus man who is jusb now running a 
financial oircus of hia own with the " bulls 
and bearB " of the London stock exchange 
as bis " loading attraction." 

It la now admitted ovon in ofiioial clrclos 
that the Cuban insurgents havo mado such 
progrosB In tho dlfferenb provincos in whioh 
they aro operating and that they have re- 
ceived suah quantities of arms, ammunition 
and dynamite that affairs may be said to be 
reaching a crloia. 

Private reports from Diarbeklr estimate 
the number of Armenians massacred at 
5,000. 

It Ib considered that the appointment) of 
Klamil Pasha as Vail at Aleppo was only a 
means of sending him into oxiio aa a scape- 
goat for tho sins and lack of enorcy of othere. 
It Is remarked as significant that just at 
thia timo he should have been roported as 
taken suddenly with high fever and 
bronchltiB, while it Is reported that 
» number of high personages have 
boen exiled bo Anatolia, which ib is thought 
may mean that they have, as has been the 
case with otherB, found thoir way to the 
bottom of tbe BoBphorua, 

Tho Times' correspondent remarking upon 
tho consternation which has boon created by 
tho appointmont of tho present cabinet, 
describes that body as doplorablo. The 
Grand Vizier is perhaps bho loaat objootion- 
oblo, hia intentions are honest, but his cap- 
abilities aro small; Towfik Pasha is a 
nonentity, and Abdur Rahman and Mem- 
dukh aro acouplo of fanatics, while Munir'e 
attitudo toward Armenia hua raised him 
high in the cstoem of tho Sultan, and plaeed 
him facile prineopa at tho hoad of tho politi- 
cal BplOB.

TRADE IS HEALTHY. 



Business Men of Victoria and Van- 
couver Sptiak Cheerfully ot the 
Present and Future. 



Development of the Mining and Other 
Industries Having a Marked 
Effect All Over. 

Citizens Can Hasten the Good Times 
by Favoring Excellent Local 
Products. 



During tho past aoverol montha there has 
been a noted increase in business throughout 
tho Province, and generally a more cheoriul 
feeling amongst all classes of business men. 
The improvement in trado io more apparent 
in wholesale provieions and dry goods and 
also In the retail of those lineB, but commer- 
cial peoplo as a whole look forward with 
groator cheerf ulceus than for tho past several 
yearB, for tho outlook is most encouraging. 
The belief ia general that the trend of busi- 
noBs ia upward, and that tho large mining 
development now going on, and an improved 
Inmbor market, are euro to bring good re- 
sults. The working of the gold and Bllver 
mines of Kootonay and of the gold mines of 
Cariboo has had much to do with the In- 
oreaso of trade, and aa their development 
will proceed on a much larger scale from 
thiB forward, it Ib bub roasonabla to oon- 
nlude that gonoral buaineaa will be propor- 
tionately benefited. The recent improve- 
ment in tho circulation of money waa of 
course induced to a considerable extent by 
the large payments made on account of the 
salmon, sealing and fur industries, which 
moneys havo drifted into various channola 
to tho benefit of all. Tho belief is in the 
air, however, that timea are on the mend, 
and thia haa much to do with tho better 
atate of affairs. 

Lugubrious propheoiea of direful things 
to happen have coaaed, and tho prophots on 
the busineea outlook are dealing oub more 
pleaaing forecaBta. It ia impossible to aay 
anything on thia head without firab and fore- 
moat mentioning tho mining movement. 
The minea of BritiBh Columbia thia year will 
produce from five to eight hundred per cent, 
more than during , any yoar in the past five. 
The prospect Ib that next year thia will be 
repeated, and double the amount taken from 
the plucor and quartz mines than will have 
been secured when 1835 enda. There ia good 
roaaon, then, for tho statements of the busi- 
nesa prophets, for all lines of trade will be 
benefited by the mining alone. However, 
the coal, fiah and timber industries are boing 
addod to, and farming, dairying and fruit 
raising are being entered into by greater 
nnmbera. While the resources of sea, mine 
and foreat aro being developed the supplies 
to feed the work-rs are thereby being 
produced in our midst, and the province 
enriohod to tho extent of keeping the money 
paid for tho same at home. 

Reproaentatives of the Colonist have in- 
terviewed a number of the buainesa men of 
Victoria and Vancouver on tho atate of 
trado, and bolow will be found a brief record 
of their individual statements on the matter. 



MONEY ACCUMULATING. 

Savings Banks Deposits Increasing While 
Taxes and Other Obligations Are 
Well Provided For. 

A conoluaivo proof of money being freor 
ia found in tho payment of taxes into the 
oity troaBury. Mr. Charloa Kent, the 
treasurer, eayB that ho has been surprised at 
the way the taxea hove oome in this season ; 
and for the ten months ending on October 
31, tho receipts from thia source wore larger 
than for tho whole of the procoding year. 
For 1S94 the tax reoeipta wore somewhat 
over §179,000, while for tho ten months 
onding October 31, S180.500 waa taken in. 
Ono hopeful Bymptom ia that people aro pay- 
ing up their arreara. To hia mind those re- 
sults point to money boing much easier and 
timea better. 

Another highly satisfactory indication of 
improvement is that tho depoaits in the 
Dominion Savings Bank branch here aro not 
only far in excess of the withdrawals, bub 
tho numbor of small depositors haa also in- 
creased. The dopoaitB aro also larger than 
last year. 

Mr. A. J. C. Galletly, manager of the 
Bank of Montreal, saya that while there has 
not yet been any vory marked change, the 
proepoots aro much hotter. The most en- 
couraging foaturo is that bhe progress bhongh 
small has boen steadily in the right direction. 

Mr. G. H. BurnB, manager of tho Bank of 
B N.A., pronounooa buaineaa hotter than for 
Bomo timo paab, but doea nob attach very 
much importance to tho ciroumetanco, as he 
considered It waa to bo expected. Collections 
have improved as bhoy gonerally do at this 
seaaon of tho year. Thero is a better feel- 
ing generally, and aa monoy ia moro ready 
payments have improved. In hia opinion it 
is difficult to aay whether the improvement 
will be permanent or not, 

Mr. D. R. Harris, of Loowonberg, Har- 
ris & Co., financial and insuranoo agents, 
says that hia experience ia that, taking a con- 
servative view, buainesa gonerally ia moab 
encouraging. People have taken a lonaon 
from the financial atrlngenoy and have 
economlz id and got their uffdirs down to a 
hot tor basis, ao that they know just where they 
atand. This givoa a healthy tone to business 
operations and a brighter outlook gonerally. 

Mr. Poroy R. B.-owri, manager of the B. 
C. Land and Investment Agoncy, finds busi- 
naaa very much improved during tho past 
few months. Aa a proof of this he points 
out chat whereas in August the firm had 
seventy houses to let, now they have but 
thirty. This la not tho roBulb of peoplo 
moving from old houaoa into new ones, but 
Is duo to a steady inorease of population. 
Money la vory muoh eashr, rents are oomUig 
in well and ao ia interest. Briefness haa 
asoutnod a healthier tone and haa improved 
greatly. 

Mr, H. F. Heisterman, of Heiatorman & 
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Co., r6al estate, remarked thit In his pir 
tloular line very llttlo la doing. House 
rents are much lower than formerly and can- 
not bo called very satisfactory. 

F. J. Claxson, of Dilby iClaxton, finan- 
clal, insurance and real estate agenta, said 
thab tho business situation Is certainly lm- 
proving. The interest taken by outside 
capitalists in British Columbia ia being 
strengthened, and ere long there is bound to 
bo oonalderablo improvement. 



THE LOCAL PRODUCERS. 

They and Other Chief Trailers Speak Hope' 
fully and Make Important Practical 
Suggestions. 

Mr. D. R Ker, of the Brackman & Ker 
Milling Co. and President of tho British 
Columbia Board of Trade, ^IveB it aa his 
opinion that business all round is on a bet- 
ter basis than laat year and has been Bdoadi- 
ly improving during the past few months. 
His firm had nothing to complain of and ha 
ventures to say that in the next twelvo 
months the record of failures will show a 
docided decrease as compared with the paBt 
year. 

Mr. T. B. Hall, of Hall, Ross k Co., notes 
a dooided improvement In trade. He points 
out, however, that the people of V.o;oria 
cm do a great deal towards building up the 
town by patronizing local manufactures in- 
stead of sending outside for what can bo 
cheaper purchased at home and of just as 
good quality. One troublo in the past has 
been that tho hard times on tho other side 
and consequent want of money have induced 
large shipments to be sent hero of Hour and 
farm produoe at slaughter ratos, to the de- 
triment of homo industry. Ho would liko 
to see somothing done hero as in Seattle on 
the principlo of a householders' association, 
with the objeot of training the members to 
prefer tho products of looal Industries to 
those of outside places. 

" O.ie man at work In Victoria ia worth 
ten over on tho Sound," said Mr. Hall, "and 
Canadian products should be preferred to 
foreign." 

Tho Okell k Morris Co, canned and pro- 
served fruit, consider the outlook far more 
favorable than las; year, their own trade 
having incroasod seventy per cent, and pay- 
ments boiug more promptly met, a certain 
Indication thab monoy is easier. 

Hon. J. H. Turner (of Turner, Beeton k 
Co.) reports considerable improvement in 
trade both as rogarda the volume of business 
and collections. Tho development of tho 
Upper Country, especially West Koobenay, 
is having a vory beneficial effoot upon the 
wholesale trade at tho capital. Respecting 
his own houBO the encouragement has been 
suffioient to induce him to opon up branch 
establishments in Kootenay. In his opinion 
the improvement will continue to grow and 
keep pace with the great schemes of develop- 
ment now being worked out In the interior 
of the province. 

Mr. Liwson, of R P. Rlthet & Co., aaid 
thab business shows a decided improve- 
ment, whilo collections are coming in more 
freely. In tho general incroaso in tho trado 
of tho Province, particularly In Kootenay, 
Victoria is doing her Bliare and is holding 
her own at all points. Thore Is every reaBon 
to believe thab the business outlook ia a 
oheerful one and that tho coming year will 
be one of proBpority. 

Mr. W. A. Ward, of Robert Ward & Co., 
Limited, says that whilo their buoiness ia 
of aourBe largely a foroign one, the firm 
prioe of Balmon in England haa naturally 
proved most beneficial to this province. 
Spjaking of general lines, he notes a dis- 
tinct improvement in business locally. 

Mr. R. H. Hall, manager for tho Hudson's 
Bay Company, admits a marked improve- 
mom in business. Trade ia generally bet- 
ter ao.i pay monta are met moro promptly. 
Iii inorease in the volume of business Is 
due largely to provincial trade. 

Mr. Gustav Loisor, of the firm of Lenz 
& Leiser, says business ia better than laat 
year, with a promise of even greater im- 
provement in the trade of 1896. Competi- 
tion haa cut into profita, but tho volume of 
bu-iinoaB haa considerably incroaaed. Loasea 
wilt about equal those ot laat year, bub an 
improvomenb In this reBpeob may be expect- 
ed next year. There la Bullioiont buaineBB, 
In his opinion, for all the houaoa ih the pro- 
vince, and with moro rustling he thinks 
much of the buainesa at preaent going to 
Eastern houses could be handled here. 

Mr. A. C. Flumerfolb, of Amos, Hoiden & 
Co., wholesale boota and shoes, aaid thab 
though no marked ohacgo haa occurred in 
tnat particular line, businesB gonerally has 
a mire encouraging look, algns of im- 
provement being noticeable all along the 
line. 

Mr. C. E. Seabrook, spoaking for the Al- 
bion Iron Works, reports a marked Improve- 
ment in tho business of thab company. Nob 
only haa the general buBinesa been good, but 
the stove founding department, of which a 
Bpecial feature haa been mado thla year, haa 
enjoyed a particular meaauro ol success. 
Tho freight rate upon stoves from Eastorn 
Canada ia such that conaidorablo induco- 
mont is off jred for their manufacture in this 
province. Tho Albion Iron Works this year 
mado up a vory attractive lino of the moat 
approved patented stoves, especially suited 
to tho requirements of the provincial trade, 
and tho demand for thoir warea has been ao 
brisk that tho oompany have not been able to 
koep up their atock, bho etoveaon exhibition 
In their show room being robliod to assist In 
tho filling of ordera. Somo difficulty waa 
also occasioned in aecurlng good mouldora, 
but this haa ainco boon overcome and the 
company will shortly ho in a position not 
only to moot ull the requiromentB of their 
patronB, bub to add to their prosent lino of 
Bloves many designs which aa yet havo not 
been turned out. The company have aecurod 
a contract for supplying a numbor of oro cara 
for the Hall Minoa Company at Nelson. 

Mr. Luke PKnor, of Plthor k LeiBer, whole- 
sale wine merchants, found th»t tho develop- 
ment of tho provinco had resulted in a 
larger and more profitable trado for wholo- 
B&lera. 

Mr. J. Piorcy, of Pioroy k Co., reports 
business ab fully twenty-five per conb. hotter 
than during tho provlous year. Tho upper 
country la offering a now market for manu- 
factured goods, which togothor with other 
points, has caused such a domand thab do- 
apite additional facilities and kolp the houso 
has all it can do to koop tho supply up 
l ocal buainesa haa alao incroasod. Collsc 
tlona aro easier to make than formerly and a 
bobter feeling prevails gonerally. Mr. Pieroy 
says his houso is now oompeting vory succobs- 
fuliy with Eaatorn rlvala in manufactured 
goods. 

Mr. Joshua Davios, who la also largely in- 
terested in mining and othor buainesa enter- 
prieos, says thab aasurodly timoB are gotting 
bettor. Tho dovclopmont of tho mining in- 
dustry haa nob only honofiled tho provinco 
gonerally, bub oIbo I ho trado of thia city, 
and people have a moro confident fooling 
than for Bomo time past. 

Mr. P. Elworbhy, secretary of tho board 
of trade, sayB that huBineas gonorally 
throughout tho oiby shows many evidences 
of improvement, oapoclolly with tho whole- 
sale housofl. Hardware doalors and furni- 



ture manufacturers have nob benefited, aa 
have those in other linen of trade, consequent 
upon the Inactivity In building operations. 
Retail dry gooda houaoa are doing exception 
ally well, and collections are uniformly 
bettor. 

A gentleman largely interested in the 
Union Colliery Company referring to tho 
contract which had been rocently entered 
into for tho supplying of coke to the Hall 
Mines smelter, observed that the Comox 
cnal mokes an excellent) description of coko, 
and baviug in view the growing demand for 
thia product tho company haa put 
In 100 coke overja and a washer capable of 
oloaning GOO tons of ooko per day. Experl 
menta made with this coke showed it to be 
freo from sulphur and suitable for smelting 
purpuras, quite equal, indeed, to tho im- 
ported English coke, aid ab the aame timo 
oheapor. This fuel, it Is estimated, oan be 
laid down in Kootenay ohoaper than coke 
can be purchasod at the ovona in the United 
Star.es, ao that tho Kootenay market ia as- 
sured, and with the blowing in of the Hall 
MIdob smelter aodthe Trail reduction works 
thero will certainly be a demand for coke. 

Mr. E. G. Prior, M.P., of E. G. Prior & 
Co. Ltd., announces very little improvement 
in the lino of hardware. Thore Is, however, 
ho saya, a probability of conaidorablo busi- 
ness being done with the Uppor Country, 
though the trade will require eome sbudy 
by tho Coast houses making loss than oar- 
load shipments. At Winnipeg Bhort mixed 
shipments are made up, and In thia manner 
goods are laid down at Kootenay points 
cheaper than smaller shipments oan be got 
in from the Coast. Added to this tho com- 
petition for Kootenay trade is so keen thab 
absel ia being laid down practically ab oost. 

Mr. W. J. Pendray finds buainesa briek, 
and considers thab things aro taking a de- 
cidedly upward tendency. Collections are 
fairly good. Ho bollovos that Viotorla could 
help along the good times by giving a prefer- 
ence bo local manufacturers, who make just 
as good artlclea aa are brought in from tho 
outaido and in many Instances cheaper. 
Patronizing homo Industries koepa money at 
home and gives employment to local work- 
men, and so holpa indiroctly to benefit the 
whole oity. 

Mr. S. Lolaer, wholosalo groceries, Baid bhat 
bhis city Is getting some of tho beuofita of 
the Kootenay trade and a gouoral Improve- 
ment is also being felt. 

Wilson Bros., wholesalo grocorioa, find 
trade on a hoalthier footing than last yoar. 
Porhapa thero is no5 moro doing, bub ib Is of 
a more satisfactory oharacter and therefore 
of real benefit. 

Mr. L. G. MoQuade, of P. McQuado k 
Sons, ahip chandler, haa nob noticed any dif- 
ference in that cla!s of trade since last year. 
Prices have risen In the East, which natur- 
ully tends to koop down improvement in the 
trade hore and, in the heavy class of goods 
in which tho trade deal an upwurd tenden- 
cy would nob bo felt ao quiokly as In neces- 
oarios such aa groceries or dry goods. 

John EarBtnan it Co., wholosale commis- 
sion, report tho fall trade, aa ahown by tho 
rotnrna for September and October, as show- 
ing a considerable improvement over last 
year. 

WEARING APPASEL. 

The Fine liniments In Which Citizens Walk 
Abroad Are Largely Bought With 
Spot Cash. 

' Business 1b better than over before witk 
us," waa the romark of J. Hutcheson, of J. 
Hutcheaon & Co., dry goods. They do prac- 
tically a cash business. Peoplo are buying 
wnll and paying cash, tbo firm's experience 
thoreforo bolng quite aatisfaotory. 

Mr. D. Sponcer, of Spenoer's Arcade, dry 
gooda, findB buaineBB much bettor. Ib is 
largely a cash trade with him, for ho doea 
not boliovo in long acoountB, and tho 
amount of sales ia increasing ateadily ; ao 
much so thab the firm finds itaelf again com- 
polled to enlarge its business promises. 

Mr. Henry Young, of Henry Young & 
Co., dry goods, reported business in a 
healthier and better condition than last 
year and with signs of increasing. His bua- 
inesa Is a cash one bo ho does not have to 
troublo about collections. A couple of fail- 
ures, and tho consequent forced sales, had 
affected the retail dry goods trado laat yoar, 
but now things have assumed a healthier 
tone with good results. 

Mr. T. Haughton, dry goods, states that 
although the fine weather in October some- 
what rotardod the sale of autumn goods tho 
situation Is far better than last year. No- 
vember aalos bo far show a considerable in- 
crease overthoae of Ootobor, and thoy aro 
also ahoad of November of laBt yoar. 

Mr. John Partridge, dry goods, noticoslm- 
provemonb In business compared with lasb 
year, whilo collection! aro good. 

Mr. Goo. R Jaokson, tailoring and gentle- 
men's furnishings, finda business lively, and 
haa no difficulty in selling goods. 

Thomas Bros, k Grant report doing a brisk 
business. Thoy find monoy oasior and be- 
liove thab tho tailoring buelnesa will keep on 
Improving. 

Mr. W. Stewart, tailoring, fic<le lmainoea 
on a better baaia duo to tho fact that leaa 
credit is boiug given. Pooplo do not look 
for crodlt ao much aa formorly. Trado haa 
boon improving steadily for tho past few 
months. 

Mr. Joseph Wilson, of W. & J. Wilson, 
clothiers and ir.on'a furnishers, did not take 
so favorable a viow of things as aomo othor 
buainesa men do. Ho notlcea no improve- 
ment over laat yoar in general business.

Mr. S. Raid, ready mado clothing and 
furnishings, lindB no falling oil in domand 
from laBt year and boliovoa that buainesa ia 
taking on a brighter aspect. 

Mr. A B. Erakino, boots and ahooa, bo- 
liovea money Is more plentiful, bocauee poo- 
plo are not going after cheap lines of foot- 
gear bo much aa last year. 

Mr. H. Mansell, bootB and shoes, haa not 
noticed muoh improvement over last year 
in general buslneBB.

The Victoria Tea House finds that with 
the same exertion ib ia oasior to sell goods 
now than several montliB ago, showing^thab 
money ia lomowhat more plentiful, 

Mr. D. W. Gilliea of the Britiah Columb'a 
Cabtle Co. , records an improvement in tho 
butchering business. The British Columbia 
markeb haa handled moro beef and heavier 
beof than Unb year, and money haB boon 
somewhat easier. The devolopmonb of tl o 
mining districts has had a noticeable effect 
upon ill i beef markot, as the Coast no longer 
oontinuea to bo the Bole markot for the beef 
from tho rangoa in tho Interior. Tho de- 
mand of the Kootenay markot is growing 
oach month and a Btifianlng in beef quota- 
tions may be oxpected.

The oati- 
tlo arrived ab Montreal in good oondition, 
and if tho vonturo auccooda in Britain regu- 
lar shipments will follow which will still 
further doplete the Bupply hitherto drawn 
upon to moot the demands of tho Coaab. 

R Porter & Sons, butchers, packers and 
manufacturers, report a highly satisfactory 
increase. The demand for moat is naturally 
larger aB the cold weather seta in, but com- 
pared with last year a far larger and more 
profitable trade is now being done. Pay- 
ments also aro bettor. 

L Goodaoro, meab markeb, porceivea a 
chaDg" for the bettor. People aro feeling 
more canfi-'ence in the future and aa a re- 
sult their purse strings are loosonod, which 
of course h"« tho effdCC of sotting moro 
money in e calatlon, 

Baabby & Co., cured and potted meats, 
who have bub recenbly oponod up hero and 
therefore rannot make comparisons with 
paBt years, say that tho retail trade is show- 
Ingnhoalthy incroaso thab appears to bs 
steadily growing.

Vancouver, Nov. 9.— (Special) -Having 
interviewed prominent men in all branches 
of trade and commerce for the purpoBe of 
obtaining opinions on tho ato te of tradd in 
this part of the Provinos of British Colum- 
bia, tho Colonist correspondent haa to 
submit a series of statements of the moat 
encouraging nature. Thoy speak for them- 
selves, and are given below without farther

" There are from 20 to 25 mineB opening 
up ; every ona of which is as good, so far as 
early indications are concornod, as either tho 
War Eagle or the Lo Roi, and some of them 
are better. This ia tho reason I think that 
the Trail Creek proposition iB a good one. 
Thoro ib enough ore in sight now if not an- 
other ounce waa found to make ib a Buccess. 
Tho Boundary country Bhows larger and 
richer deposits of ore in its c-udo state than 
even Rosalund, and tho whole ciuntry may 
be Impregnated with metal, but the groat 
drawback ia the want of railroad facllitioa. 
The Amerioans aro eagerly aeizing and car- 
rying away tho wealth which should ha cir- 
culating in our own province. 

" Victoria and Vancouvor must look alive 
to their interests, particularly in the matter 
of railroad facilities. Ib would be an im- 
mense help to this province if the railroad, 
Instead of running along threo sides of a 
pquare, would go direotdy to Trail Creek. 
In my mind the difficulty cm be overcome 
by a railway lino through Crow'a Neat Pass 
and almoBt dlreot to the South Kootonay 
country, The province is not now reaping 
the benefit from tho development of thia 
wonderful country." 

COINC OUT BY MILLIONS. 

•' The exporta of the province thia year 
from tho mines alone," said Mr. F. S. Bar- 
nard, M. P. , " will be two millions more than 
last year. In ton yeara we ahull be ex- 
porting more than any other province in the 
Dominion. British Columbia ie richer in 
mineral wealth than any three states in the 
Union, I have just returned from Kootenay 
with Mr. Slade, representing largo capital 
in Europe. I wanted him to see the coun- 
try for himBelf and he is woll aatiBfied." 

VANCOUVER CITY IMPROVEMENTS, 

" It la quite true," added Mr. Barnard, 
,; thab wo contemplate spending $300,000 in 
utilizing tho water power of Seymour creek 
to operato tho street railways of Vancouver 
and WeatminBter and the inter-urban tram 
line, besides tho oleotric light system and 
branch lines of oleotric railways. The power 
will be concentrated at one point to operate 
all these undertakings. Tho water in Sey- 
mour creok being lower than for aix yeura 
we sont an export to report, who stated that 
thero waa onough power to accomplish 
everything we proposed to undertake. Wo 
h-ive now another expert on tho ground and 
an electrical export from the Canadian 
General E ectrio Company. If they report 
favorably the work will go on."

" I think the business outlook for tho 
province is favorable. Many weak firms 
huvo been wooded out during tho laBt two 
yeara and maDy risky or doubtful enter- 
prises have been brought to an end. The 
prospeotB aio bottor for our lumbering in- 
duatry, bIoco in several of our foroign mar- 
kets stocks havo boon groatly reduced. Tho 
farming community has had a prosperous 
eoaaon, but will not be thoroughly sound 
until its members adapt themselves gener- 
ally to the alterod conditions, different from 
thoao whloh prevailed a few years ago. The 
mining industry la now unquestionably about 
to experience great activity, and this will, 
directly and indirectly, load to activity in 
general trade and bring about a considerable 
influx of foroign aud outaido capital. At 
the same timo, aa regarda Vancouvor and 
Victoria, I think the nexb fow months may 
witneea some depression, and I consider that 
prudence aud economy ahould ha exeroisod 
in order that thoro may bo no Botback In 
general business,"

Subscriptions aro solicited, and will be received by the Treasurer, 
Secretary or any member of tho Committee. Any sum will be recoived, but a con- 
tribution of not less than Six Dollars per annum is a requisite to entitle a Subscriber 
to a vote in tho election of oflicers and proceedings of the Society. A contribution 
of One Hundred Dollars constitutes tho donor a Life Member.

THE WORLD-MENDERS. 

There are many world-menders in these 
days. According to these gentlemen the 
world is out of joinb, the whole fabric of 
aooieby, bidly pub bogethor from bhe first, Is 
in danger of falling to pieces. Ite dilapi- 
dated condition gives them groat conoero. 
Bat bad as its case is it 1b not yeb hopeless. 
Thoy have an infallible romody pro- 
pared, and all thab is noeded is to persuade 
the majority of mankind to oonsont to its 
application. If they are to be believed their 
nostrum is a sure oure for all the evils 
with whloh socieby is alllicted. Give 
them a chance and they will ban- 
ish poverty from tho world, and with 
it all the eviU which poverty brings in its 
train. Once apply this remedy and an era 
of general happiness will bo Inaugurated. 
Tho abuses of governments will disappear as 
i; by magio. Discontent and disturbance 
will ce»Be in all lands, and the oppression of 
the poor by the rioh will no longer vex the 
souls of the lovers of the people. Politios 
will become pure. The boodlor will ceaae 
t j exist and the voice of tho demagoguo will 
be no more heard in the land. All this and 
much more will be sure to follow if the 
world-menders are allowed to mend tho 
world in the ways thab they approve. 

Well, who are thoBo world-menders and 
•what proof have they given that they can do 
in a few years whab the wise men and the 
good men of the world have for thousands of 
years been brylng in vain to effect 1 To tell 
the truth, mostof them have nob as yeb shown 
by anyoutward sign bhat they have the powor 
to bring about bhe wonderful changes that 
they predict and promise, lb is brae that 
thoy can nearly all of them talk and a few 
of them can write. Bub the great majority 
of them have nob proved by bhoir suocosa in 
any walk of life bhat thab they possess any 
more than the average working ability, In» 
deed if the truth muab bo bold tho greater 
number of them have been rather conspicu- 
ous failures in very narrow spheres indeed. 
Ib may perhaps be somewhat pertinently 
asked how can these men hope to succeed in 
mending the world when thoy have 
nob been able to devise praotloablo ways of 
mending their own fortunes ? If thoy havo 
not suooeoded in doing a vory little in a 
small way, how can thoy expect to do a 
vory great deal in so immense a field as the 
wide wide world ? 

It is also to be observed thutcomparativoly 
fow of tho world-mondora havo been able t'o 
convince their fellow mon that they poebobs 
great reforming powers. It la a littlo re- 
markable that thoy are not often placed in 
positions of truat or power and thoso of 
thom who gob positions among tho managers 
of public affairs do not ofton display any 
great ability to make tho moBt of thoir op- 
portunities aa world mondorB. Somo of 
them, sad to say, havo proved rather dls 
graceful failures. 

Ib mueb bo romemborod thab bho 
world menders are a vory ancionb 
ordor. Thoy havo, in foot, always 
been with us. Thore haB nevor been an age 
of tho world within tho historic period in 
whioh thore have not boon mon who con' 
sldored themsolvos wiaor and bettor than 
thoir contemporaries, and who were ready 
to offer a speoifio whioh thoy roproaontod, 
and moat likely believed, would set bhe 
world to rights. And porhapa somo of bhe 
modern world-monders would bo aurpriaod 
to learn that aomo of thoir curoa boar a strik- 
ing roaomblanco to bho romedios which thoy 
are trying to-day to prevail upon bho world 
to acoopt. Sooialiam, communian and oven 
agrarian roform are by no moans now 
Thoy have boon rooommondod bo 
tho world time and again ; but, as we 
aoo, mon havo been so obtuao and so woddod 
to old Ideas and old mothodB that thoy havo 
nob boon gonorally adopted. A few oxporl 
ments havo boen enough to convinco men 
thab whab tho world-menders roprosont and 
promiso aa romediea for tho 111b of the body 
politic are not remedies at all bub the very 



reverse ; that they only aggravate the evils 
they are recommended to euro. So far the 
common sense of mankind has refused to ac- 
cept theao muah vaunted remedies. Good 
mon have looked upon those agitators who 
came to them with political and social cure- 
alls in their pookets aa quacks, and have 
essayed to oure remediable evils by methods 
whioh experience has shown to be effective, 
and have tried to bear those whioh are in- 
evitable and incurable with patienoo, forti- 
tude and resignation. 

THE COLONIES AND TEE NAVY. 

The obligation of the British oolonies to 
bear a share of tho burden of bhe defnnoe of 
tho Empire httB boen diacusaod with consid- 
erable warmth of late both In the mother 
oouutry and tho colonies. The reasonable- 
ness of the colonies boing required to aid in 
maintaining the navy has been insisted upon 
by many of tho disputants. This has been 
acquiesced in on the parb of the colonies, bub 
it is contended that if Great Britain's de- 
pendonoios agreo to pay a share of the ex- 
pense of maintaining the navy, proportion- 
ate to, say, thoir population, it follows thab 
they must be allowed a voice in dooidiog 
upon bho disposition of tho floot in times of 
peace and in times of war. To this excoption 
is taken by aome Imperialists, of whom the 
London Times is bhe mouthpiece. Tho 
Times says, in effect: Groit Britain in order 
to protoob her commerce must be supreme 
on tho oooan. To Insure this supremaoy, if 
she did not possess a singlo aolony Iu any 
parb of the world, she must maintain a Hoot 
superior to thab of any othornation. If that 
fleet protootB the colonies aB woll as tho mer- 
cantile marine of the Empiro, very good. 
That is an incidental aonaequonce. The 
main obj9ot of the navy — tho reason for ita 
oxistonco — la to protect tho commerce 
of the nation. In ordor to do 
this offootively sho must have full control 
of tho navy. Sho cannot afford to divide 
that control with the colonies. If tho col- 
onies see fit, as a rotura for tho proteotion 
they roooive, in aomo way to increase tho 
naval strength of tho Empiro, or to contri- 
bute towards tho maintenance of the navy, 
thoy aro at liberty to do so, bub bhe solo 
oontrol of the float tnusb romain with the 
parent) counbry. The Times states, or rather 
restates, its position very olearly in an 
artiole on •' The Colonies and the Navy " 
in Its isBuo of Ootober 19. Discussing a 
letter written by Lloutenant W. E. Crutch- 
ley, bhe Socretary of the Navy League, 
whioh had been published in its columns, 
the Times says : 

So far as the efforts of the Loague are 
directed to the stirring up of a more active 
Boneo in tho colonies of the Imperial interests 
represented and protected by the Imporial 
Navy, and to tho diffusion of sound views as 
to the nature and condition of naval aupro- 
tnaoy and its relation to Imporial defence, 
they aro, in our judgment, entitled to tho 
active sympathy and support of every 
patriotic Englishman. . . . But tho 
juostion of tho relation of tho colonies to 
tho navy is nob yet divested of ull its diffi- 
culties and dangers, and perhaps ib may not 
be out oi season at this juncture to uttor a 
word of caution on tho subject. ... In 
the first place, we may repeat what we said 
on Tuesday, that " Ib must be clearly and 
without hesitation admittod that adequate 
naval defence of tho United Kingdom and 
its world-wide commerce involves the 
defence of tho colonies also ; that, 
in fact, the maritime defonco of the 
oolonies is a by-product of that naval 
supremaoy whioh is vital to our very 
existence as a nation.' We can for th'B 
reason give no support whabover to any ap- 
peal to colonial sentiment and opinion whioh 
is founded directly or inuireuliy on the sup- 
posed requirements of loaal marlbimo de- 
fence We therefore regret to find in the 
publications of tho League some disposition 
to treat the matter from bhls poinb of view. 

, . On no condition can the Imperial 
Government, constituted aa lb Is at present, 
admit the colonies to a eharo in tho oontrol 
and diapoBition of bho naval forces of the 
Crown. A Federation of tho Empiro, if it 
could be accomplished, would, of course, in- 
volve the transformation of the Imperial 
navy into a Federal navy, controlled by a 
Federal Coanoil or Legislature. Bub on no 
other terms oould the Government of tho 
United Kingdom consent) to surrender any 
portion of the oontrol ib exercises ab prosenb 
ovor bhe naval forceB of the Crown. 

This ia reasonable and we do not think 
thab fault will bo found with tbo position 
taken by the Times by colonists in any part 
of tho Empire. But ib is beginning to ap- 
pear that thore aro many thoughtful men in 
both Groab Britain and the colonies who are 
convinced that tho colonial relation as it ab 
presont exists cannot laBt much longer. 
Thoy hope that the change, when it does 
come, will result in drawing hho Mother 
Country and tho colonies olosor to- 
gether, that from boing dopondoncies the 
colonioB will become partners. This chango 
of rolatlon will nooossitato many othor 
changes, tho representation of tho colonioa 
in tho Councils of tho Empire being ono of 
thom, and participation in the control of bhe 
navy, as the Times indlcatoa, another. 

A GOOKNEY BALAAM. 

Tho London Daily Chronicle, in tho oourao 
of itB " Science Notes," says : 

Tho Canadian official who has thought it 
nooossary to telegraph across a oontinonb 
and an ocean thab bho British Columbian 
salmon aro nob troub must be a relation of 
Potor Pindar's frlond who dlBOOverod thab 
fleas aro nob lobsters. For, leaving oat the 
technical dlffioulty of saying in what par- 
ticulars a trout difforo from u salmon, ox£"pt 
in so far aa particular apecleB of svdma. differ 
from obhor spooios, we were not aware that 
any poreon of tho slightest authority had 
ever suggested that tho myriads of salmon 
whloh ascend tho BrltiBh Columbia rivers 
wore anything bub what thoy are. Thoy 
are of many apooios, all dlatinot from those 
of tbo Atlantic coast, and all migratory, 
and In every obhor rospoab up to tho stan- 
dard required of thoir kindred elsewhere, 
Ib would appear, however, thab a good many 
frozen salmon aro boing sonb from America, 
wibh moro to oomo — a faot that soroly dis- 
tresses tho Fishmongers' Company, For so 
long as they can bo proved natives of for- 
eign oountrioB, tho close timo doos nob ap- 
ply to them. Bub if tho British Columbian 
salmon can bo mado out to bo troab (of 
whioh also thoro aro several species in bho 
province), they oannob bo Bold bobwoon 
Octobor 2 and February 1, no oxooptlon bo- 
ing made In favor of them. Hence tho 



absurd contention of the Billingefsite mag- 
nates, nob altogether without a singla eye to 
their own monopoly. 

What would bo thought of the "aathor- 
iby " who would seriously maintain that Haas 
aro a epsoios of lobster, and would do ao 
with the intention of subjecting the owners 
of tho lobsters to loss and inconvenience ? 
When an "authority" in London assured 
bhe Fishmongers' Company that the frczan 
salmon from British Columbia offered foraale 
in the market of thab city were tront, and 
therefore could not be sold ab that season 
of tho year, nothing remained for the Britieh 
Columbia authority to do, ridiculous as the 
taak must have appeared to him, but to en- 
deavor to oonvinoo those who had placed faith 
in the Loudon authority that the British 
Columbia fish are true salmon. Ib would 
nob do for the Canadian High Commissioner 
to laugh at the London wisouero and. then 
let tho matter drop. Ho, as we see in the 
Canadian Gazebte, took the right course and 

telegraphed to the Canadian Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries and' received the reply 
that ProfoBOor Prince, the Canadian Com- 
missioner of Fisheries, who has given much 
attention to the wholo question of piscicul- 
ture and holds a high position in 
various colleges in thab branch 
of soienoe, had jusb returned from British 
Columbia, where ho had sponb Boveral 
months in a scientific investigation of the 
fisherloB of that Province. Ho declared 
most omphMfoally that tho fish were not 
trout but bcloogod to a recogDi;ved Bpeoies of 
salmon." The laugh, theo, in this matter 
la not agalnat Profosaor Princo buo against 
tho London authority who pronounced tho 
British Columbia salmon not salmon ab all 
but trout. 

We also loarn from tho Gazotte that the 
FraBor River Balmon were tested in London 
la ths most practical and offootivo way pos- 
sible, and that thoy stood the test triumph- 
antly. "For sovinl days," jays the 
Gazette, "it (the Balmon) formed a part 
of the menw of ono or two well known 
city restaurants, whilo prlvato briala of the 
fish wore mado. Tho rosult was most satis- 
factory. Tho fish waa not labelled ia any 
way aa Imported, and it was nob only- muoh 
approoiatod, but gave riao to a considerable 
demand. Now that a start has bean made 
thore o»n be little quoBtion as to tho recep- 
tion this very welcome delicaoy would meet 
among British consumers, especially as it 
roachea us out of tho English salmon Boason." 
So wo see good has come out of evil, and the 
Fishmongers' blunderer has unwittingly 
benefited tho British Columbia fishers of 
Balmon, and not done them harm, aa ho in- 
tended.

Clemes Talks of His Visit to 
the Gold and Silver Mines 
of Kootenay. 



Considars tlie Prospects Good— Mr. 
Norman Adds a Few Words About 
His Mission. 

Vancouver, Nov. 7.— J. H. Clemos, an 
eminent English export, 1b at cho Hotel Van- 
couver. Mr. Glomes consented to be Inter- 
viewed by the Colonist representative this 
morning, and considering the Bouroo from 
whioh the Information comes and tho repu- 
tation Mr. Clemes has for expressing him- 
self carefully and conservatively on mining 
matters, tbe opinion obtained Is very en- 
couraging. 

Mr. Clemoa eald : " I visited Slooan and 
TrailC reek diBtriots. I was sufficiently im- 
pressed with tho potentialities of the dis- 
tricts to continuomy tour through. I think 
the prospects pood. Slocm has a limited 
urea and has already produced one very ex- 
cellent mine. 

*' Trail Creek is another limited area and 
It possesses two well developed and f»ood 
mines, bo that if you tako into aocouut the 
urea and tho tlmo that haB been given to 
their development, tho results obtainod aro 
certainly good. 

" Partially developed mines could not 
well be discusaod at this particular Btage. 
Some, however, havo very good prospocta 
bBforo them of becoming in time equal to 
the more fully developed pioneers. For 
this to come to pass it is essential that Bys- 
tomatio underground explorations bo made 
instead of, aB up to the present, i» aotnowhat 
dieultory mode of purely surfaco working. 

" It is a matter of current gossip among 
the minora of Trail Creek that it is nob a 
poor man's oamp. From observation I 
think thla roport hi perfectly accurate. 
Tho ground is hurd ; expensive rock drilling 
plants are neceBBary. In many caaeB tan 
nolB aro impracticable, and the sinking of 
shaftB with expensive machinery has to be 
carried out. Further, with one ex- 
ception, there ia no free gold in 
the camp. AH the ore is refractory 
and has to be shipped to a distance. 
However, speaking generally, tho condition! 
under which tho mining will bo carried on 
are very encouraging. Tho labor is of ex- 
cellent class and obtainable at reasonablo 
wage. Wood and water are abundant, and 
unlike so many mines worked with British 
capital, these aro easily reached. 1 was en- 
abled to pursue my investigations with all 
the more rapidity as I waB so courteouBly 
and frankly received at the various mines. 

" On the whole tho prospects appear very 
encouraging. In plain English, what is 
wanted ia money, and to get that tho capi- 
talists must be oncouraged. 

" Ae far as Burface goes the country has 
been pretty well prospected. Now the ex- 
ample of the War Eagle and Le Roi muat be 
followed and the matter of depth faced. In 
tho newBpaper reports of your mines you do 
not want too much poetry, you want a little 
prose occasionally. It ia a matter of busi- 
neBs." 

Upon referring to Mr. Leo Norman, who 
was present at the interview, that gentleman 
said : 

" Mr. Clemes has quite exactly expressed 
the opinions I myself entertain, and I can 
assure you that tho roport given by Mr, 
Clemes may bo taken as moat carefully con 
sidered. Mr. Clemes will make an ex 
tendod survoy of the Cariboo and 
other districts, which will give a fair 
idea of the wealth of tho province. If I am 
encouraged by Mr. Clemes' report It ia 
most probablo that in tho spring tho syndi- 
cate of which I am a director will Bend out 
an expedition to go more exhaustively into 
matters. 

"Tho Americana aertainly deaervo all 
praise for their enterprise in tho share they 
have taken in developing this territory. Ab 
the result of very nearly two months' stay 
in the province I am more than pleased and 
gratified ab the courtesy extendod to this 
mission by all concerned, and certainly such 
receptiona aro a most encouraging foature in 
attracting English capital."

We havo 
found, howevor, that there were no sooleties 
to help, ao it became noceasury in conao- 
qnenoo of tho urgenoy of the caBes to uao the 
funds collee'od by tho oards for tho purpose 
of procuring, rolief," etc 

Now, I cannot imagine how lb is that the 
Britiah Columbia Bonovolent Socioty, who 
have boon working tooth and nail, year in 
and yoar out, for nearly twenty-four years 
to help tho poor, needy and unfortunato, 
should nob only bo forgotten, but apparently 
entirely obliterated out of memory. The 
society ia continuing to receivo subscrip- 
tions and disponso them as near aa 
they, in bhoir humblo and imporfect'natures, 
can do on tho linos laid down by Christ 
Himself, and I may say here that in doing 
so their object is to give help quickly with- 
out sending, for example, some poor, dis- 
treeaed woman trotting all ovor tho city 
and suburbs to try and boo this and that 
lady, and have the case reforrod back to 
committees, while she — tho poor Buffering 
one — haB to boar hor crosB in weary wafting. 

While giving tho Women's Council all 
praise for tho good they have dono or may 
do, it eeome to me that the Friendly Help 
Association havo nob proporly understood 
tho true meaning of charitable benevolence. 

The B. C. Bonovolont Socioty haB been es- 
tablished for ovor 23 yoars, and at all times 
has Btuck to tho principle of dispensing its 
charities without ostentation, and carefully 
avoided making a publlcspoctaolo of people's 
misfortunes. 

They have also moBt carefully avoided all 
sectarian and political influoncoa, and no 
particular creed, oolor or nationality has 
boon preferred.

Ownership— Her Mission South 
to Seek Employment. 



Steamer "Cariboo & Fly" Reported 
Ashore— Hunters' Wages During: 
the Doming Season. 



Thomas Flewin is the owner of the little 
eohooner Henrietta, which Bailed for La Paz, 
Mexico, u few daya ago, ho having pur- 
chased her last week from P. MoQuade & 
Son. Mr. Fiewin chartored her to Captain 
Audereon and another man until June next. 
Mr. Flewin dmles that the schooner carried 
Chinamen from horo, and bo far as he knows 
she took no oargo whatever. He aaya the 
schooner is going down to tho Mexican ooaat 
and her ohartorora will there endeavor to 
place her in the trading business. 
THE " WELLINGTON'S " REPAIRS COMPLETED. 

After undergoing a thorough overhauling 
during the paso three months, the big ateatn 
oolliery Wellington will to-day leave for 
Departure I5ay to load coal. She left thn 
EBquimo.lt marine railway during tho maddlo 
of cna week and her ropaira are now com- 
plete. The run to Doparturo Bay will not 
only inaugurate her re-entraace Into sorvico 
but the trip will serve aa a toat of her ma- 
chinery, the overhauling of which waa the 
moat oxtonBivo part of tho work dono on tho 
veaael. Steamboat Inspector J. A. Thomp- 
son will make the trip In hia official capacity 
and it is anticipated from tho oaroful man- 
ner in which the repaira havo been carried 
out that he will have nothing to complain 
of. In addition to what haa already been 
apoken of aa having been dono on tho collier 
there have been rolling chookB placed on the 
vessel's bottom, which will give her Bteadi- 
ness in a heavy sea. Altogether tho work 
on the Wellington ia one of tho Urgeat con- 
tracts of the kind over undertaken in Vic- 
toria and reflects credit on those having 
charge. Until recently such extensive re- 
parations on coasting vossels were generally 
carried out in San Francisco but latterly 
many shipowners have manifested a prefer- 
ence for work done at Victoria. 

AN OLD PIONEER OO.N'E. 

Through tho arrival of tho atoam eohooner 
Thistle from the halibut tinning grounds in 
the North, news haa been received of what 
may prove to be a aerious mishap to tho old 
pioneer steamer Cariboo and Fly, which 
aailed from here in command of Captain 
George F-rown on the - 2'2ad of laet month. 
The newa oomea only aa a report which had 
readied Refuge Bay and which wsb thoro 
hearn by the Thistle on hor way to Viotoria. 
The report is to the effect that the 3teamor 
in attempting to paaa a slough on tho 
Skeena got caught on a sand bank at high 
water and when tho tide receded she broko 
hor back. More Information than this con- 
cerning the accident, Capt. Langley of the 
Thiatle ia nnablo to give, but from the 
nature of the nowa it ia generally believed 
the machinery of the veaBel has been Bavod. 
The etoamer 1b now owned by Messrs. 
Saunders, Shotboit, Dempster, and others 
and had but very recently gone North to 
enter oervice aftor a long idle spell. 

SEAL HUNTERS* WAGES. 

In view of the near approach of another 
sealing season, the ownerB of schooners have 
come to a favorable understanding regarding 
the %vagea they will pay next year. They 
have docided to pay whito hunters a fifth 
lay and Indians $3 per skin. The latter, 
howover, will not bo paid the $20 extra a 
canoe or their chief $10, aa haB boen tho 
custom in years gone by. This has been 
known ub " potlach money," and a consid- 
erable aaving will be effected by doing away 
with it. The fifth lay ia what white hunt- 
erB have received thia year, and it is said 
that many of the oxport ones will not again 
accept it. What prioea they will aak will 
probably be decided upon at a meeting 
which, it ia expected, will be called Bhortly.

LADY ABERDEEN'S ADDRESS. 

Words of Appreciation for It and for the Great 
Work of the Women's Council. 

At tbe oonoluaion of Lady Aberdoen'a ad 
dreaB at tho meeting in the theatre on Fri 
day evening, In the interest of tho work of 
the National Council of Women, there wore 
some interesting proceedings which pressure 
on our apacB hae necessitated holding over 
until tn day. 

Tho Blahop of Columbia moved a reaolu 
tlon endorsing the work of the Women's 
Council of Victoria, which was seconded by 
tho Rev. Dr. Campbell and carried unanl 
mously, having been warmly supported by 
Col. Baker in a very happy speech. 

The following letter from Fathor Nico 
Inyo to Lady iSbordeen was read : 

" Vic-touia, B.C., Nov. 8, 1895. 

" My Lady, — In the absenco of his Lord 
ship Blahop Lemmens, who is still in 
Mexico, I would be perfectly willing and

After sponding the summer months iu 
Cariboo, Mr. W. F. Sargent, secretary of 
tho Slough Creok Mining Co., has returned 
to tho Coaat and laat night left for Tacoma. 
Spoaking of bho operations at tho Slough 
minoa, Mr. Sargent said that a groat doal 
hud been accomplished this season towards 
getting into Bhape for working tho prop 
erty. The mines oxtondod throo mileB 
along Slough crook, on ono Bido being Mount 
Nelson and the othor Island mountain. By 
means of drills something on tho principle of 
those used for artesian boring, tho ground 
betwoon the mountains has been thoroughly 
prospected down to bed rook, ths objootive 
point being to find out what was tbe old bed 
of tho stream. Theso drills were ao arranged 
that water is forced down the tubing with 
power enough to force the borir/ga to the 
Burfaco, bo that it has been possible to got 
accurate information ao to eaoh stratum 
penetrated. As a roaulb a correct drawing 
his boon made of how tho bed rock lies and 
what are tho strata overlying if". 
Tba deeDeab part Jies towards Nel- 
son mountain, the bii rock Bloping 
gradually down from Island mountain and 
then rialng abruptly towards Nelaon creek. 
The deepest boring 1b 287 feet to bedrock. 
Tho first 100 feeb of this boring ia six inches 
in diameter, bho next 05 feet is four pnd a 
half inches In diameter, the rest of the hole 
boing threo inches. A wonderful thing to 
notice about this boring aud a great sur- 
prise to mining men is that gold wao brought 
up by tho water right from badrook, with 
tho dirt, ovidenciug the splendid forco ob- 
tained. 

Tho shaft houao i'„ erected over thia spob 
and a shaft is down some 10 foot, and from 
it a drainage tunnel is run so as to drain a 
tunnel which will be driven to bod rock on 
tho Nolsjn creek bonah. On thia bench a 
ahuft will be suck 340 feet to tho bod rock 
so. as uo get well below tho deepest part of 
the old creok bed, and a tunnel from there 
will bo driven f>00 foot to a point below the 
'JS7 foot boring. By this means tho work of 
btripping tho bed rock can bo proceeded with 
fir more oasily than by sinking directly 
through tho gravel, and tho work will not 
be hindered by water as at Borne distance 
above bod-rock a thick bod of blue clay, Im- 
permeable to tho 6urfaoo water, will not as a 
roof while tho stripping of tho rich pay dirt 
on the bed-rock is proooeded with. Tho 
tunnels and > nafts will bo comploted in nine 
months ond men tho company will reap tho 
returns lor their enterprlBO. In tho 
meant'""*, however, tho bed-rock which 
is onl> 40 foot from the surface on tho other 
side o( tho Bhaft will bo workod. Nelson 
crook, from which acme §10,000,000 in gold 
haB boon taken, empties into tho Slough 
Creek property. Mr. Sargent has brought 
down with him a nugget weighing over four 
ounoes, valued at $75, which was found jusb 
outside the sideliues of tho Slough Creek 
leaae. The borings from tho bed rook are 
highly satisfactory and show that gold in 
considerable quantities exists there. Mr. 
Sargent stated that John ButtB this sum- 
mer found a 9 ounce and a 7 ounce gold 
nugget on Stout creek near Barkorville. 

On bis way down from Slough crook Mr 
Sargent hod an opportunity of exumining 
the Cariboo and Horsefly mines, and waB 
highly impressed with them. Ho believes 
that during the ooming year tho Cariboo 
will be taking out gold at tho rato of 5100,000 
a month.

Winnipeg, Nov. i>.— (Spoclal)— Tho Farr 
caBe waB before the court all to-day and will 
probably nob conclude till TueEclay or 
Wednesday. Thoro woro many dramatic 
and sonaational econes duriDg tho cross ex- 
amination of Miae Robertson, tho victim of 
Fan's duplicity, who fainted aovoral times 
during tho day. She admitted having 
stoppod at hotols with Farr over night, and 
told after much questioning of her 
acquaintanceship with him.
